"Janipa WJiitcomb Riley never will 


forget his first experience as a platform 
lecturer," remarked an old Doosier at the 
Grand Pacific the other day. 
"It was a 


good many years ago. Jimmy was eking 
out a:i exifti>nce as a painter at that 
time, 1'iiJ when times were dull and he 
was out of a job he spent his leisure nio- 
tuents m stringing together verses. Some 
cf these were so good, in his own esti- 
mation at least, that he sometimes re- 
cited them at little gatherings about the 
neighborhood. 


"But, unknown even to his friends, 


the embryo poet had rather lofty aspira- 
tions imd burned to launch out as a pub- 
lic entertainer. So he began quietly 
casting for an eligible opportunity to 
'try it on the dog.' 


"He was poor then—poor is no name 


for it. In fact, he was generally in 
debt, and though he worked hard never 
seemed to have any money, or a fair pros- 
pect of getting any. "It will readily be 
seen that it was not an easy matter for 
Riley to realize his hopes under such 
circumstances. At last, however, he 
raised a littlo money on a job of paint- 
ing and with it invaded a neighboring 
hamlet, wh<j£p his fame had not preceded 
him.

These posters 
were blank paper, decorated with char- 
coal instead of printers' ink, and Riley 
spent one whole day in printing them.

Hamtown school board. On the after- 
noon of the eventful day the president 
of the board waited on Riley, who was 
nervously pacing his room at the little 
excuse for a hotel, and informed him 
that by an agreement entered into when 
the school building was erected no en- 
tertainments were to be given in it un- 
less they were of a public character. 
" 'But mine is to be » public enter- 


tainment,' insisted Mr. Riley. 
" 'Oh, no, it isn't,' asserted the town 


dignitary. 
'You are going to charge an 


admission fee. That doesn't look like a 
public affair—does it? 


'It isn't a free entertainment, to be 


ure; but it is certainly to be public,' 
naintained the poet. 


Not as we understand the term,'

'In short, the only 


vay you can go on with the show is to 
hrow the doors open.' 
"IIore was a pretty state of affairs, 


mt the question must bo settled at once, 
,nd Riley promptly accepted the horn 
if the diloinma nearest him, and said

The Monkey Puzzle Tree. 


At a meeting of tho Royal Botanic so- 


ciety Dr. R. C. A. Prior presented ripe 
eods of Arancaria imbricata, the mon- 
eey pnzzlo tree of Chili, collected from a 
arge tree growing in the open air at 
lorsham, Wilts. Pie mentioned that in 
England the plant, though common, sel- 
loin, ripens its seeds.

out the end in view; then why iusnlt our 
own people, (he professors and the graduates 
themselves by ignoring them? Mr. Editor, 
the policy is false; tho action constitutes a 
wrong to all and tends to self-deteriora- 
tion.

Even after tuy emotions had toned down 
and I had gon<9 away and coma back again, 
I had no words to express intelligently the 
true greatness and grandeur of the ruins. 
All modern mechanical skill and engineer- 
ing is dumb when looking upon what has 
been acoorcplishcu here, and some of the 
moat massive and stupendous work has 
been done by a lost race. It is interesting 
to watch tlie impressions made on different 
persons when first seeing the mine.

thing bat the beautiful carving and artistic 
and elaborate designs over and around the 
great arches and doorways; some never see 
anything but evidence of Greek o* f hoe 
nician or other origin; many come and walk 
around the wall and cannot nee the three 
great stones in the west wall that baffle all 
modern science and engineering 13x13x62 
feet, and from 30 to 50 feet above the foun- 
dation.

There ia not a grander fcone in Western 


Asia, if anywhere tlse, than surrounds 
Brumana; from sooth, west aronnd east 
and north there is a grand panorama of 
mountain tops, toned down with a soft 
bluo haze. To the west the blue waters of 
the Mediterranean gliMer ia the bright 
euulight, while semingly Bt-yront and its 
harbor is right under us, always in view. 
Tarn where we will, there ia an iutereit- 
ing, pleasing view. 


By the labor of centuries, many of the 


mountains are terraced to their summits 
and planted in mulberry, figs, vines and 
other fru-.ti. 
With a glass we can see 


everywhere; miles awny the hardy moun- 
taineers nt work among their trees and in 
their g.irJeus. 
They all live in atone 


houses in small, closely bailt villages near 
a fountain, and use the same tools, follow 
the some customs of 4,000 years ago. 
We 


have spent many hours walking oat among 
the villager, taking lessons and learning 
every day life among thia people. I ren- 
dered myself popular rather unexpectedly 
one day when out. 
We were passing a 


smith shop where a man and a boy were 
forging oot a pick. When the next heat 
was ready I took the sledge and struck 
through wituoat missing, 
Of course my 


strokes were very different from the boy'a 
and attracted the villagers, who were as- 
tonished to nee the old American wielding 
a sledge just like other folks. 


Again, a stone cutter was very lazily 


picking on a large square stone. 
I took 


hia pick—shaped like a mill pick—and 
dressed a foot square in a few minutes as 
skilfully as be was doing.

gathered a noisy, jabbering crowd aronnd 
me. I could not understand a word tbey 
said) but all seemed well pleased with the 
"old American." 
In this way 1 have 


worked into the good graces of the rude 
people and would not fear to travel alone 
among them for many miles around.

since leaving home was done March 29tb. 
We started early, with a young native doc- 
tor as guide, to visit the Gate of the

Le- 
jftncon had two feet of snow on top, and 
here were hundreds of men there sborel- 
ng snow into baskets and carrying them 
in their heads to laige flat-topped houses, 
where the enow was packed for summer 
use. There were long lines of loaded 
ameU and many freight wagons 
that 


loooat obstructed the road at times. It 
ook three hours to pass the enow belt, 
hen we came down into bright sunshine, 
Teen fields, orchards and gardens and ar- 
ived in Beyrout near night fall,fully ready 
or a hot sapper and a night's rest. 


A MISSION IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


The next day wa took carriage from 


Bayront up to this place, 2,500 feet above 
he sea, and at the end of three hours 
eaohed the door of the mission house, 
where we were kindly greeted by the friends 
n charge. A warm lunch was served nnd 
we were introduced to the teachers and 
members of the mission, and,as is my fate, 
. had to tell the boys about America and 
alk in general. 
Wa w»re assigned to a 


small, quiet hotel near by, where we could 
really rest, for I began to feel like exclaim- 
ng, "Ob, for one day's rest from the con- 
tan t whirl of ceaseless changes," and we 
iave fonnd it^ 


This mission was a surprise; we were 


not prepared to see snob evidences of pep 


We bad seen more of the every day life of 
the people than at any time before, saw 
new evidence of the long centuries that 
had elapsed since man had began bis work 
here. 


We shall lotig remember the kind people 


here and can recommend Ibis as a resting 
place for all Americans that come this way. 


TtTBNED WKSTWABD. 


Our programme is the same aa last re- 


port, except that we may be sailing from 
port to port for Bve days before teaching 
Athens, From Athena we go to Constant- 
inople, or Ooipoli, as the Turks call it;

If he shot it not 
for the purpose of ridding himself of 
what seemed to him a nuisance, then he 
ought to be convicted.

he has a right to kill a cat for trespass- 
ing, 
bnt has no right to injure it merely 


for the purpose of giving it pain or any- 
thing of that kind."

A steamer was just leaving Charleston, 


bound for Jacksonville, Fla. A stop of 
several boars at the famous old earth- 
quake city had made a pleasant break 
in the three days' run from New 
York. Many of the passengers had 
taken advantage of it to drive about the 
quaint old town, curiously observing the 
great ci-acks caused by the upheaval 
that still remains in many of the build- 
ings. Others took a sail over to Fort 
Moultrie or to Fort Sumter, where the 
civil war was started. Perhaps the 
most interesting point for the sightseers 
who remained ashore was old St. Mich- 
ael's church. Some of the more sturdy 
climbed far up into the steeple, from 
whence 
General 
Beauregard 
had 


watched and directed the battle, until 
the Yankee gunners had got the range 
of his observatory and put a cannon ball 
right through the steeple, not far from 
the general's head, when he discreetly 
retired. 


These passengers were so much im- 


pressed with the historical associations 
connected with the place that it was al- 
most a relief when a half hour's diver- 
sion came to them.' As the steamer was 
moving away from her pier an ambitious 
little tug that puffed and snorted and 
tooted enough for a couple of ocean 
liners missed its hold, and the big steam- 
er's bow drifted slowly around until she 
lu,y broadside to the outer end of the 
pier. Here she was held for awhile by 
a stiff Ureeze that pinned her up against 
the pier'and by the mud that griped 
her keel. 


Perhaps it was the cheerful recollec- 


tion of past experiences which they 
hoped to have repeated that caused all 
the darkies, big and little, the six-year- 
old pickaninny and the grayheaded, 
stoop shouldered reminiscence of slavery 
days to hurry down to tho end of this 
pier. There are few things that will 
arouse the dusky southerner who makes 
hia home along the river front. He is an 
easy going, happy natured fellow, fond- 
er of a laugh than he is of work, who 
finds his greatest content in dozing 
away in some sun sheltered nook upon 
the wharf, resting to the full from the 
arduous Itoil that he fancies he may be 
called upon to perform in the week to 
come. 


They were of this class who came 


trooping down to the steamer by the 
dozen and score. A careful patching 
into one suit of the attire of half of them 
would have made a beautiful crazy quilt 
garb for one. It is doiibtful if the most 
conscientious and painstaking cobbler 
could have constructed a decent pair of 
shoes out of the material he found upon 
that pier. 


However, it was a diversion to the pas- 


sengers on the upper deck to see that mot- 
ley crowd, and when a dumpy little fellow 
with a wonderful mouth, that must have 
created a great vacuum in the atmos- 
phere every time he breathed, pranced 
to the front and shouted, "Now, ladies 
and gents, jes' you tro a dime at dis yere 
hole, 'n if 1 don' ketch it she don' count, 
there were instantly three or four dimes 
aimed at the "hole." But none of them 
made a bullseye. 
I fancy the game 


must have been played before, for the 
instant the dimes flashed in the sunlighl 
a half dozen stalwart negroes leaped 
upon tho shoulders of the possessor oi 
the mouth and bore him to the ground. 


Then there was a scramble I A Yale-
